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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services 
in Unity in the year 1970 


Public health nursing functions as a part of the total 
health program. It is concerned with community health, 
as a whole. It encourages health supervision, prevention 
of illness and disability, rehabilitation and improvement 
of social and physical environments. Your nurse, a mem- 
ber of the Division of Public Health Nursing, attempted 
to achieve these goals through varied activities. 

A total of forty-nine visits were made to the home 
in the health interests of families. Forty-one conferences 
were held with physicians, school personnel, social 
workers, town officials and health committee members 
in behalf of individual patients or health programs. Re- 
ferrals were made to home health agencies and other 
available resources, as indicated. 

As a part of the pre-school health program nine - 
child health conferences were held. Thirty-two children 
not under the supervision of a private physician took 
advantage of this service. Physical examinations and im- 
munizations were given, as needed, by Edmund Ervin, 
M. D. Because this is a large and regionalized child 
health conference, two public health nurses were present. 
The nurses talked with the parents regarding the health, 
growth and development of the child. They assisted in 
the management of health problems, as necessary. 

Your public health nurse aided the school physician, 
H. F. Aldrich, D. O., school personnel and health com- 
mittee members to carry out the school health program 
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which included these services:

Visual screening tests of all students. 


Medical examinations of pupils of grades two 
and five. 


Communicable disease control. 
1. Immunizations, as needed 


2. Tuberculin testing of kindergarten and 7th 
grades and school personnel. 


Conferences with school personnel regarding in- 
dividual students and school health activities. 
Parental permission was obtained for these ser- 
vices, as needed. Parents were contacted re- 
garding any physical impairment of the school 
child. They were given assistance in obtaining 
further medical care, as indicated. 


Because of the incidence of scattered cases of 
measles (Rubeola) in adjoining areas, measles vaccine 
was again offered in the school to students who needed 
this immunization.

Scope of Audit: 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of Cash was made and reconciled with 
the records at audit date. Records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository. Letters of confirmation 
were used to verify the correctness of recorded assets 
and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, pay- 
rolls and canceled checks were examined on a selective 
basis. Excise tax collections were verified with the copies 
of receipts retained by the tax collector. Trust fund trans- 
actions were examined. Surety bond coverage was re- 
viewed. 

Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was checked. Records of town meetings as per- 
tained to financial matters were checked. 


Departmental Operations: 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpend- 
ed departmental balance of $1,004.52 was lapsed to 
surplus, per the following summary:

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The overlay and unexpended balance in the snow removal 
and sanding accounts, less overdrafts in various operat- 
ing accounts were the major factors contributing to the 
amount lapsed.

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


March 13, 1971 


To Donald Finnemore, a Constable of the Town of 
Unity, in the County of Waldo, State of Maine: Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Unity, in said Waldo County, qualified by iaw to vote 
in Town affairs, to meet at the gymnasium building in 
said Town on Saturday the 13th day of March, A. D., 
1970 at ten o’clock in the forenoon then and there to act 
on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To hear and act on the report of the Se- 
lectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor, Treasurer, 
Collector, Superintendent of Schools, Clerk and Other 
Town Officers. 


Art. 3. To choose all necessary officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To elect a Trustee for 3 years, to “The 
Unity Utilities District’’. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will elect one person to 
serve as Tax Collector, Excise Tax Collector, Treasurer 
and Clerk. That person to be at the municipal office 5 
days per week, except legal holidays, Mon. through 
Fri., 4 hrs. per day, 50 weeks per year, all fees ordinarily 
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collected by clerk will become a part of the Town Offi- 
cers Salary Fund. 


Art. 6. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to one person serving as Tax Collector, Excise 
Tax Collector, Treasurer, Clerk and Register of Voters 
for the ensuing year and establish the price for same. 


Art. 7. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to the collection of taxes for the ensuing year 
and establish the price for same. 


Art. 8. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to the collection of Excise taxes for the ensuing 
year and establish the price for same. 


Art. 9. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to establishing a salary for the Town Treasurer. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will, by its vote, set the 
time when its taxes assessed and committed to the Tax 
Collector for the year 1971 shall become due. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose 
of any real estate acquired by the town for non-payment 
of taxes thereon, and to execute quit-claim deeds for 
such property. Land and/or real estate becoming prop- 
erty of town, may be sold by Selectmen, only when 
authorized to do so by voters of town at a regular Town 
Meeting. Property to be sold will be advertised within 
thirty days after sale authorized. A minimum bid, date 
of bid opening, and time of bid opening will appear in 
listing and no bids below minimum can be accepted. 
Bid opening will be a month after advertisement ap- 
pears. Listings will appear in one issue of Republican 
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Journal, Waterville Sentinel, and the Bangor Daily 
News, and Selectmen may, at their option, list the prop- 
erty in one (1) out-of-state newspaper. Sealed bids only 
will be accepted, and opened only on the set date and 
time advertised, and in the presence of all Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Clerk, and any interested person. 

Kach bid will be accompanied by a Certified Check 
in the amount of one tenth of the bid, or an agreement to 
loan bidder purchase price by a reputable financial 
institution or. Government agency. Once property is 
listed, for sale, it must be sold to highest bidder if bid 
is minimum or above, on a cash basis.
